DR. HYNEK SPEAKS

I have been asked by some 
why, as consultant to the Air 
Force for so many years, I did 
not alert the scientific world to 
the possible seriousness of the 
UFO problem years ago. The an¬ 
swer is simple; a scientist must 
try to be sure of his facts; he 
must not cry wolf unless he is 
reasonably sure there is a wolf. 

I was painfully aware and still 
am, of the amorphous nature of 
the UFO data, of the anecdotal 
nature of UFO reports, of the 
lack of follow-up and serious in¬ 
quiry into reports (which would 

0 

have required a large scientific 
staff and adequate funding), of 
the lack of hardware, of the lack 
of unimpeachable photographic 
evidence and of the almost total 
lack of quantitative data — of all 
those things which are part and 
parcel of the working environ¬ 
ment of the scientists. 

In the course of 
20 years of study of UFO reports 
and of interviewing witnesses, I 
have been led to a conclusion 
quite different from the one I 
reached in the first years of my 
work. At first I was negatively 
impressed with the low scientific 
content of UFO reports, with the 
lack of quantitative data, with 
the anecdotal nature of the re¬ 
ports, and especially with the 
lack of hardware, of unimpeach¬ 
able photographs, and with the 
lack of instrumental recordings. 

I am still aware of the paucity 
of truly hard core data — but 
then, no effort has really been 
made to gather it.

j-JUNDREDS of thousands 
of one inch-high beetle¬ 
like insects have “ invaded ” 
the village of Armental, in 
North-West Spain. 

Two families have been evacu¬ 
ated from their homes, and many 
more are fighting to save their 
properties.

The beetles, which are brown 
in colour, have six-inch-long 
antennae attached to a pin-like ■ 
head. They have three pairs of 
legs and a clearly visible central 
nerve string 

Health authorities and biolo¬ 
gists, called in from Orense, the 
provincial capital, are mystified 
by the insects. They say that 
the species is unknown to them. ' 

The villagers are near to panic. 
Chemical insecticides have had ! 
no effect on the insects, and even 
home made deterrents, such as 
boiling water, have failed. 

Some villagers are claiming that 
they have come from outer space. 
Several unidentified flying objects 
are said to have been seen over 
a reservoir near the village. 


The beetles are definitely not 
a grotesque mutation resulting 
from the incident in 1966, when 
four unarmed American hydro¬ 
gen bombs fell accidentally in 
Palomares, southern Spain. 
Palomares is about 500 miles

CHARLES FORT REVISITED. He was a stout six-footer who refused 
to keep a telephone. He began his career as a humorist and short 
story writer,, Although he wrote many novels, only one- The Outcast 
Manufacturers - was ever published (1909). He and his wife Anna, 
to whom he was touchingly devoted, attended the movies nearly 
every night. These are among the many fascinating facts about 
the late Charles Port uncovered by Damon Knight and recounted in 
his new book, Charles Fort: Prophet of the Unexplained (Doubleday, 
$6.95» 224 pages), a long overdue study of the great guru's life. 


Damon Knight*s reputation lies in the field of sciencefiction. He 
has served a term as president of the Science Fiction Writers of 
America. Since sciencefictioneers are notoriously anti-UFO and 
anti-phenomena it is all the more surprising that a man of Mr. 
Knight*s caliber should devote several years of his life to 
tracking down and piecing together all surviving fragments of 
the life of Charles Fort. Considering all of the difficulties of 
retracing the events surrounding a relatively obscure man who 
died nearly forty years ago, Knight has done a magnificent job 
and has made a major contribution to Forteana and to our under¬ 
standing of the peculiar anomalies which so obsessed Charles 
Fort. Every student of the dark and mysterious world of the 
unexplained (and unexplainable) should have a copy of this book 
in an honored place on his shelf...alongside Sanderson*s Uninvited 
Visitors and Vallee*s monumental Passport To Magonia. 


In the course of his research Mr. Knight methodically indexed all 
of the major anomalies described in Fort*s four books...some 1200 
In all. He then prepared involved charts and graphs, analysing the 
material by years and types of events. Finally, he turned the whole 
mess over to C. L. Mallows of the Bell Telephone laboratories who 
fed the data into a computer. The results of that study are worth 
the price of the book alone;

sampling.) Knight states, "I made a chart of 
all the data by years. I made charts of storms, charts of falls, 
of things seen In space and things seen In the sky. When I compared 
these charts, something Interesting began to emerge. During the 
period j1877 -1892, the correlations among the four chart 
obvious- note In particular the peaks 

at 1877, 1883, 1889, and 1892." 

"The conclusion is inescapable," Knight 
continues, "that these cycles of activity 
which pass through our world like radio 
waves of enormous length, must have a 
common cause. The cause of the cycles, 
the controlling force that keeps the 
in synchrony, must lie outside the 
earth." 
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All of this quickly leads Knight to the well-known Parallel Universe 
theory, and, inevitably from PU (pronounced "phewl") to theology. 

It was amasing to learn that Fort’s original title for LOI was 
Skyward Hoi and that his editor suggested God Is An Idiot as an 
alternative. Knight, himself, feels abliged to ask, "If there is 
a Universal Mind, must it be sane?" 


Damon Knight has performed a valuable service for us in researching 
and writing this book. But the volume left us with a feeling of 
sadness. It is too short and emphasize* how much we need Charles 
Fort today. We miss hi]

MORE LIGHTNING BOLTS . We continue to receive reports of strange 
coincidences Involving our funny lightning bolts (we*11 be doing 
a magazine piece on these in the near future). The latest comes 
from researcher Brent Haynes, Perkins Lane, Hallowell, Maine 04-347. 
Mr. Baynes publishes an interesting journal SAUCERITIS. 

On the afternoon of Wednesday, June 3, 1970, Mr. Earl Whitney was 

found dead on the grounds of the Augusta, Maine Country Club, 

apparently the victim of a stray lightning bolt during a thunderstorm 

that day. According to the Dally Kennebec Journal (Augusta, Maine), 

June 4, 1970, Dr. Henry Brann, Kennebec County Medical Examiner, 

"said Whitney suffered a cardiac arrest at the time he was hit by 

lightning". His body was found near a clump of trees off the ninth 
green around 3*p;m. 

Mr. Whitney was 52, a WW II veteran and a deptity sheriff. He had 
reported seeing UFOs on a number of occasions in the past.

We have noted that later flaps, and historical ones as well, tend to 
occur within these same patterns, with the major groupings around the 
10th of the month, and the 21st to 24th days; This time cycle appears 
to be relatively stable in most years but it is not Inflexible. 

Monster events, sightings of hairy creatures, phantom cats, etc. 
tend to follow this same cycle (our studies of these are incomplete), 
as do poltergeist manifestations and the appearances of "ghosts’*. 

Since all these studies are based upon a mere residue of the published 
and known sightings we have reliably determined (through studies of 
the Air Force statistics and our own datum) that the most accurate 
total for the probable number of events in the same areas and at the 
same times can be obtained by squaring the number of known reports; 
Thus, our sample of 730 reports represents a probable total of 
530 , 000 .
